he reduced n e a rly $1,000,000,000 a year 
as th e re s u lt of the ten per cent r e ­ 
duction in freig h t rates. 
T his m ean s a saving of $10 a year 
for every perso n in the c ou ntry . 
The 
reduction will cut the n a tio n ’s freight 
bill fro m $500,000,000 to $400,000,000 a 
y ear, acco rd in g to official figures. 
T he go v ern m en t e x p e rts w ho have 
been follow ing the tre n d of the cost 
of living estim a te a d ecre ase o r an in ­ 
crease in freig ht c h a rg e s is m o re th an 
tripled w hen it is finally passed on to 
the consum er. 
T h e d e p artm en t of justice, it w as 
learned today, h ad o rd e rs from P re s i­ 
d e n t H ard in g to see th a t the ra te cu t 
is “ passed dow n to th e co n su m er ju st 
as freig h t in c re a se s d u rin g th e w ar 
w ere q uick ly passed on.” 
T he reduc tion is to becom e effective 
on o r before J u ly I, an d a d m in is tra ­ 
tion officials look for its reflection in 
cost of living figures sh o rtly th e re ­ 
after.

E xperts who have been closely observing the iron industry, 
Which has been late getting started this year, state that nearly 
norma] operations twill commence about, June I. 
Thi-s m ajor in­ 
dustry in Northern Minnesota has shown signs of Vapid revival 
consistently since May I, it is declared, and persons in close touch 
with the mining and shipping divisions are hopeful for an early 
resumption of activities in all departments. 
Among the prncipal factors delaying the industry have been 
the coal strike and 'the pending announcement of changes in rail 
freight rates. 
It is thought that by June I the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission will have announced the new freight rates and 
that the coal strike no longer will be a menace to the industry. 
Everything is in readiness for a general return to normal of 
all branches, it is said, and much is expected of this industry with­ 
in a month or so. 
Though some of the mines have been slow to 
re-open with a corresponding dullness in labor circles, there seems 
to be a spirit of optimism in the mining regions that has been 
carried to every branch of the industry.
